Inauguration 

Saturday,  October  fourteenth  was  a 
rare,  historical  day  for  Monmouth  College 
and  the  community.  Two  events  that  will 
forever  hold  a  place  in  the  history  of  Mon- 
mouth College  marked  this  monumental 
day.  These  were  the  rededication  of  the 
Grier  Dormitory  time  capsule  and  the  inau- 
guration ceremony  which  declared  Sue 
Huseman  as  President  of  Monmouth  Col- 
lege. 

The  day  began  with  the  rededicat- 
ion of  the  Grier  Dormitory  time  capsule. 
The  old  capsule  had  been  set  into  the  cor- 
nerstone in  1940,  and  remained  there  until 
the  summer  of  1994  when  it  was  discov- 
ered during  the  renovation  of  the  dormi- 
tory. The  new  time  capsule  contained 
items  such  as  a  copy  of  the  1995  Rave/nigs. 
issues  of  the  Oracle,  the  "Scots  Guide,"  the 
"Redbook,"  and  a  photo  and  listing  of  all  the 
current  Grier  residents.  For  fifty-five  years 
Grier  Dormitory  has  served  as  a  home  away 
from  home  for  hundreds  of  women,  and  in 
another  fifty-five  years  it  will  be  serving 
another  generation  of  women  achieving 
their  goals.  The  time  capsule  was  placed 
into  the  cornerstone  of  Grier  for  future 
generations  to  find  just  as  we  did. 

Later  that  afternoon,  the  inaugura- 
tion of  Monmouth  College's  eleventh  presi- 
dent, Sue  Huseman,  occured.  The  cer- 
emony was  lead  by  1 42  alumni  and  students 
representing  the  classes  1858  to  1999- 
Sophomore  Laura  Duncan  commented  that 
the  history  that  these  people  represent  is 
amazing."  As  the  governing  of  Monmouth 
College  was  bestowed  upon  Sue  Huseman. 
she  declared  that  her  goal  for  Monmouth 
College  was  to  "prepare  students  for  leader- 
ship, citizenship,  and  service  in  the  context 
of  a  new  millennium. "  Huseman  stressed  a 
need  for  change,  yet  understood  that  Mon- 
mouth has  a  rich  tradition  which  must  be 
preserved. 

The  Presidential  Inauguration  was  the 
capstone  of  two  days  of  events  which  hon- 
ored Huseman  and  was  the  first  Inaugura- 
tion that  Monmouth  College  has  seen  in 
fifteen  years.
